economic fabric? -

“We want you to lead all,

ference of the heads of finance, the
heads of the coal industry, the oil in-
dustry, the railway industry and the
heads of labor. especially the railway
labor boards. Let these gentlemen, in
harmony with agriculture and under
your leadership, work out a splution
to this problem. Bring the poles of
human thought together and focus the
